Washington. March 10. — The interest 
of the jtast week in congressional circles 
has centered in the investigation of j 
ec-ret session leakages in which Mr. 
IVlph's committee his been engaged. 
Tiiat ci Mumittee is Dow engaged in celling 
senators as witnesses, and their exam- 
ination may keep the committee busy 
during a greater part of the week. The 
general impression is that with this ex- 
amination the investigation will cease 
and that the proposed imprisonment of 
recalcitrant newspaper witnesses will 
never take place. 

Mr. Blair s educational bill will occupy 
the senate's afternoons during the com- 
ing week, and an effort will be made to 
bring it to a vote Friday afternoon. If 
it appears tiiat this cannot be done the 
appropriations committee w ill bring in 
tic*’ urgent deficiency bill and interrupt 
the debate on tiie Blair bill long enough 
to |>ass it. 

The committee on privileges and elec- 
tions will submit its report on tbe Mon- 
tana contest sometime during the week, 
and Mr. Hoar will ask that it be given 
consideration at an early day. 

.Much interest is felt in the establish- 
ment of a i>crmane:it order of business 
when the Blair bill shall lie out of the 
way. Mr. Frye will endeavor to have 
tlie Pacific radro.nl funding bill taken 
up. Mr. Platt w ill put forward the bill 
for tiie admission of Wyoming. Mr. 
Sherman will press his anti-trust bill, 
which lias luid alreadv a partial consid- 
eration. Mr. Hale will urge his bill for 
tin- increase of the naval establishment. 
Mr. Dolph will ask consideration for liis 
Mexican award bill, and finally the un 
der valuations bill which will have been 
reported from the committee on finance 
by that time, will make a strong light 
for immediate consideration. 

During the morning hour through the 
coming week the calendar will t« con- 
siderate and the Oklahoma town site 
been may be further debated. 

The committee on territories will push 
t<> a conclusion this week in the house 
the bill providing for tbe organization of 
the territory of Oklahoma. .Monday will 
lie consumed in disjiosingof matters con- 
nected with the District of Columbia. 
Messrs. Baker, of New York, and Dor- 
sey, of Nebraska, hare given notice that 
they will call up for consideration the 
bill- for the admission of Wyoming and 
Idaho to statehood, but on account of the 
t iklahom.a bill this part of the program 
may cot be carried out 

The committee on elections has fhe 
contested case of Mudd vs. Compton, 
from tiie Fifth Maryland district, ready I 
to bring before the house, but Mr. Coop- 
er who has charge of the case is willing 
to let the committee on territories dis- i 
pjise of its business before doing so.

Mr. Mudd. Friday, as usual, will be 
private bill day. 

Ohio I!ir*r Improvement*. 

Washington. March 10.— Col. William j 
E. Merrill, chief of the engineer corps, I 
had a hearing before the house commit- j 
‘>n rivers and harbors Saturday in I 
order to present the ideas of the board [ 
of engineer.;, in regard to tiie improve- 
ment of the Ohio river. Col. Merrill in- 
tends to construct four movable dams 
below I 'avis island. The cost of these, 
lie thought, would be about |MO,000, 
and in order to acquire the adjacent 
land > 10 .i Us i more would be necessary. 
He considers tiiat llicse improvements 
would cover a space of four years, and 
asks tiiat a good working appropriation 
be allowed, so that when the work is 
once commenced there will be no delay. 

Protection for Orange*. 

Washington, March 10.— A delega- 
tion of prominent men from Florida, all 
of whom are interested in the orange 
industry of that state, arrived here last 
night, and will have a hearing before 
the house ways and means committee 
in a day or two to urge protection on 
oranges. Ex-Lieutenant Cover nor Ma- 
brey, R. F. Rogers, president of the 
Farmers’ Alliance of Florida: J. C. Mc- 
Kibben. president of tiie Orange Grow- 
ers union, and others prominently 
identified with orange growing in 
F lorida, make up the delegation.

A Mother will Seven Children Burned to 
Death Id Canada. 

Montreal, March 10. — Cote St. 
Michael, a flourishing little country par- 
ish. about fire miles from Montreal, was 
the scene of a most heartrending fatali- 
ty yesterday, by which a whole family 
consisting of a mother and seven young 
cliildivn w ere literally roasted to death. 

About 5 o'clock in the morning 
Onezime Oollerette arose, and after start- 
ing the fires, proceeded to the out houses 
to look after the cattle. He had not long 
been engaged in this work when he was 
startled by a cry of fire, and rushing out. 
found the whole house in flames. Re- 
gardless of danger he rushed into the 
burning structm e and made a desperate 
effort to rescue his wife and seven chil- 
dren. His efforts, however, were vain, 
as the fire had secured too groat a head- 
way and CoUerette himself was rescued 
from the flames more dead than alive. 

Within an incredibly short space of 
time the house was reduced to ashes and 
all that remained of the inmates were a 
few charred bones. CoUerette was fear- 
fuUv burned and was removed to a 
neighbor's house where he now lies in a 
very precarious condition. The fire is 
supposed to have been caused by the ex- 
pl miou of a can of kerosene oU which 
was left standing near the fireplace.

THE LAKE SHORE A CCIDENT. 

Conductor Itoughtallng Said to lie Par- 
tial! j ltesponstble. 

Buffa 1 />, March 10. — The patients in 
the Fitch hospital who were injured in 
the lake Shore wreck are all doing 
nicely. 

Coroner Tucker and a jury visited the 
scene of the wreck Saturday afternoon, 
and made a thorough examination of the 
road arid the grade. The inquest will 
be held to-morrow afternoon. As addi- 
tional facts are learned it becomes more 
cl *ar that the responsibility for the acci- 
dent rests with Conductor Hnughtaling. 
Tiie rules governing the case of a train 
breaking in two specially say: “The 
forward part must not stop until tlje en- 
gineer is sure that the rear part of the 
train lias stopped." From the statement 
of the | iaso ngers it is evident no step 
was taken to as -erlaiu the position of 
the detached portion before the forward 
part of the Irani was stopped in Thurs- 
day night s accident. 

Railroad < Vminiissioner Richards, with 
his mechanical engineer, arrived here 
Saturday, and, in company with Su- 
perintendent Couch, Engineer Mooney, 
Conductor Honghtaling, the switchmen, 
brakemen, and all the trainmen who 
had anything to do with the accident, 
went out to tiie scene of the wreck. Su- 
jierintendent Couch lias had a long con- 
sultation with the crew of the wrecked 
train. It is learned that Engineer 
Mooney stated that after the engine 
Mopped. Conductor Houghtahng frantic- 
ally signaled him to go ahead. He tried 
to do it. but the automatic brake on one 
of the rear cars hail been set and the 
train would not move. It is said that 
Conductor HoughtaliDg stated that he 
pulled the bell rope to stop the engine, 
but he thought at the time the rear sec- 
tion had stopped. When lie saw that it 
had not, lie jumped to the ground and 
signaled the engineer to go ahead. Su- 
perintendent Wright- says tile result of 
the investigation being made by the 
company will not be made public until 
after the coroner’s jury rendejs a ver- 
dict. 

FACTORY BURNED. 

Two Large Factories Destroy* I by Fire 
Within Twcuty-Foar Hours. 

Anderson, Ind.. March 10.— Since 
Thursday night Anderson has lost over 
$100,000 worth of property and over 300 
men liave been thrown out of employ- 
ment. Hardly had the smoldering ruins 
of the Am-.rican wire nail works d.ed 
away until another factory is wiped out 
of existence. Saturday morning at 4:30 
the snath and cradle ’ factory of T. C. 
F'Lsher. located in the northwest part of 
town, was totally consumed, together 
with the entire stock of material on 
liand. Mr. Fisher estimates his loss on 
materia! and building at $30,000; insured 
for * 10 . 000 . 

The following are the companies and 
the amount of risk taken by each: Lon- 
don Assurance, Angola, Nevada.

Tbe fire originated in tiie painting 
room, and had got under too great a 
headway to lie checked. This factory 
employed thirty men. 

This is the third fire Mr. Fisher has 
sustained within the past few years. He 
believes this to be the work of ineendar- 
iee. Two years ago tiie 19th of February 
last. Mr. Fisher was burned oat He im- 
mediately rebuilt on the present site. 

\ Mr. F’islicr states that he will not re- 
build. The loss of these two large fac- 
i lories is a severe blow to Anderson.

| factory, but the fire was extinguished 
| witli but small loss.

Over a 
thousand gallons of water a nonute have 
been poured into the mine for several 
days, and it lias now readied the fire. 
By Tuesday next it is thought the flames 
will be extinguished, and further search 
will be male for thty eight men who 
were in the mine when the fire broke 
out

St Paul, Minn., March 10. — The Com- 
mercial hotel of South SL Paul, the 
great stock yards suburb of St Paul, 
was destroyed by fire a! 2 o'clock. Sun- 
I day morning. Peter Folev, the pro- 
prietor, was badly injured by being 
Ft nick on tiie head witli a heavy valise 
thrown from a window. The building 
was a total lose, but most of the contents 
were saved. 

Rowland Leach Still Mtulnr. 

Chicago, March 10. — The police have 
not as yet found any trace of Rowland 
Leach,* the New York traveling man 
who disappeared so mysteriously last 
Sunday evening. The search for him 
has been conducted in every direction, 
but without results, and his friends 
seem to be more than ever satisfied that 
he is a victim of foul play. 

Suicided in Bo Celt 

Norristown, Pa., March 10.— Anne 
Chotno, who was indicted with John 
Kenderosh, for the murder of her hus- 
band, John Chomo, at Potts town, last 
November, committed suicide in her cell 
yesterday by hanging herself with a silk 
handkerchief which she tied to the cell 
door. After his acquittal Mrs. Chomo 
grew vei*y melancholy. 

Baby Set Adrift in a Barrel. 

Sparta, Tenn., March 10. — The mail 
carrier between Smithville and Sparta 
reports that a barrel was found floating 
down tbe Caney Fork river and caught 
at the mouth of Ind an creek, containing 
a live baby aliout a weak old. It had 
floated about sixty or seventy miles, but 
was in good shape when found.

Such legit- 
imate swell of the currency would in- 
duce a commercial prosperity un- 
known before iu our history. 

These principles are well proven by 
Uie experienoe of Kentucky. In the 
third decade of the century sprang up 
the Old aud New Court parties. 

The paper money crauks passed a 
law making State Treasury notes, or 
“Commonwealth mouey” (fiat money), 
a legal tender. This the old court de- 
cided nncoustitutionai. As the court 
held office during good behavior, tlie 
cranks, as they could not remove tbe 
Judges, “knocked the seat from under 
them,” abolished Uie court, aud made 
a new court aud Judges. 

Tbe upshot was that tbe paper money 
iiaviog no metal basis of redemption, 
rapidly fell in value. No man would 
loan gold and silver or sell property ou 
credit to be paid in depreciated cur- 
rency. The result was tiiat gold and 
silver disappeared from all business. 
The paper money ran down to forty 
cents on tbe dollar, and universal bank- 
ruptcy threatened the State aud tbe 
people. There was such a political 
fight as was never seen lieloreor since. 

The cranks were put out of power — 
the old court and currency restored. 
Then tbe good old Common wealth 
righted up and regaiued her former 
prosperity.

A number of 
prominent men have promised it their 
support and liberal contributions. The 
land is splendidly situated, and is just west 
of “Oakview,” ex-President Cleveland’s 
former country house, which he sold a 
few days ago for $ 140 , 000 . It is especially 
adapted to the purpose of a University. 
As yet, notliing definite has been arranged 
as to the plans of the building. Bishop 
Hurst states that the question cf estab- 
lishing a collegiate department in connec- 
tion with the university has been decided 
in the negative, Dickinson and other 
Methodist colleges being ample fir- ali de- 
mands for some time to come. The cur- 
riculum of the university, therefore, will 
consist entirely of courses in higher studies 
for post graduates and students pieparing 
themselves for the professions.

He learned, for instance, to know 
that when the pail containing water was 
taken from his stall in the morning, in- 
stead of being left in the corner, there was 
a race on hand, and he would fret himself 
into a lather over the matter. The trotter 
Goldsmith Maid was exactly like Parole 
in this respect. She knew on account of 
her head being tied up that the day of a 
race had arrived, but for ali that she would 
stand quietly enough until afternoon, and 
then, thinking it abput time for the fun to 
begin, she would plunge about in rather an 
alarming fashion. When harnessed for a 
race the Maid would tremble like a leaf 
until Budd Doble got into the 6 ulky, but 
once she was headed for the gate all her 
nervousness was gone and she began fig- 
uring how to beat her opponents. She 
was very cunning about this, especially in 
the matter of scoring, declining to come 
to the wire unless she was on even terms 
with the other horses, and many a false 
score has been caused by her holding back 
because she thought she was getting the 
worst of the send-off. That horses, or at 
least some of them, know when men are 
drunk is not to be doubted. Gen. Yorke, 
a thoroughbred that was owned by one of 
the Lorillards, was such a savage that it 
was unsafe for even his attendant to go 
near him unless provided wi'h a stout 
stick, but let a man whose breath smelled 
of liquor enter the stall and Gen. Yorke 
was as quiet as a lamb. The old-time 
trotter Gen. Grant, not the one with a 
record of 2 : 21 , but his predecessor by 
many years on the turf, was another re- 
specter of people who had been indulging 
too freely, although at other times he was 
ready to eat a man. Fisherman, one of 
the most celebrated thoroughbreds of his 
day in England, would not run well at the 
pole, not fancying the fence, and an other 
trick of his was never to run well when 
the sun was shining, no matter whether 
he was out for exercise or started in a 
race. A southern wind and a cloudy sky 
were what Fisherman wanted. — Dunton’s 
Spirit of the Turf.
